Supplcmentavy  Remarks , 

On  the  31st  If  , 1 43,  the  Sanitary  Innjector, 

IVIr,  W,  I,  Ha’ekins,  A.R.  Sa:i,I,  resigned  his  appointment 
in  order  to  take  up  similar  duties  at  M'  r'Pte  ; nd  on  the 
1st  February,  1943,  I took  up  my  duties  as  Temporary 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  period  of  the  Emergency, 

Early  in  April  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  resigned  his 
appointment  on  the  grounds  of  ill-health  and  I took  ov^r 
the  Clerk’s  Department  until  tne  nevj  Clerk  commenced 
his  duties  on  the  12th  luly,  ic^r3. 


During  this  period  only  absolutely  essential  work 
such  as  the  inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods  was 
carried  out.  O'an:;  to  f-e  siting  of  a G-(ixn-:v.’4;'ient  Slaugh- 
ter-house in  the  area  the  work  of  Me.  u Inspection  has  been 
very  heavy.  Daily  I'isits  to  the  Slr:.u;:hter-house  are  re- 
quired owing  to. meat  being  distributed  daily  over  a large 
area  outside  Barton-upon-Huraber  Urb.  n Dis'trict,  Considering 
the  large  increase  in  consumption  of  canned  foods  I hx;vo 
found  surprisingly  little  of  this  typo  of  food  which  was 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 


Tire  passing  of  the  infestatio  Or/  '-.r , I’n’-S,  S.R.£c  0. 

680  placed  a further  burden  on  the  Public  Health  Dcr;)r:rt- 
ment  ■hich  had  to  prepare  a nrelimina.ry  report  major  i.n-'^i  „ 
tations  and  later  a full  comprehensive  report  on  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  rat  population  of  the  District,  Firti-'^te- 
ly  one  of  the  Roclrn't  0.. ficers  of  the  Ministry  of  Feed  came 
to  Barto.n  and  assisted  in  risking  the  house  to  house  survey 
necessary  for  this  report. 


0^.;ing  to  v/artime  restrictions  on  metal  ware  owners 
often  have  considerable  difficulty  in  obtaining  Gal- 
■vanized  Iron  Dust  Bins  and  Closet  Pans  to  re-placc  damaged 
or  defective  Bins  or  Pans,  This  trouble  has  been  •'■'nde
